Applicants hereby elect to prosecute 'die invention of group I, claims 1-16, drawn to an 
electrode aqd catheter tip assembly. TMs election is made vvitfa traverse. Searching ttie two 
Snmps (the dectrode and catheter tip assembly and the method of making a catheter tip) would 
not be considered a snious burden on the Examiner. Applicants reserve the ri^ to seek 
rejoinder and consideration of non-elected metibod claims whidi ^iepeod fiom or ofliowlse 
include all of the limitations of any allowable product claims. MPBP §821.04 
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In addition to fhe restriction requirement, Ibe Exaxmner set fbtfh an election of species 
requirement. Applicants hereby elect to proisecute ihe species of Figures 1-12. Claims 1"S» 7<-16 
are readable thereon. This election is made with traverse. 

The claims relate to an electrode and catheter tip assembly. Species 1 includes a contact 
element in the form of a contact pin 170 (shown in Figs. 1-12). Species 2 includes contact 
element in the form of a contact clip 340 (shown m Figs. 13-21). The contact elements 170 and 
340 are alternative embodiments^ each of which can be used in the electrode and catheter tip 
assembly. Independent claims 1-3, 10, 1 1 and 14 are generic to both species. 

For these reasons, the requirement for election of species is improper and should be 
withdram
